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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt of Papers 

Receipt is acknowledged of the Amendment B, received by the Office September 23, 

2002. 

Claims Pending 

Applicant has canceled claims 1-3, without prejudice or disclaimer. Claim 4 remains 
pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over "The effect of 
urapidil on neurogenic bladder: A placebo controlled double blind study" by Yasuda et al in 
view of US Patent 6,071,882 to Engel et al . 

Yasuda et al Disclose that alpha blockers are effective at improving urinary blow rates 
and residual urine in cases of voiding dysfunction caused by benign prostatic hyperplasia (BPH). 

Engel et al are relied upon for the teaching at column 6, claim 9, which shows that 
Tamsulosin is a known alpha- 1 acrenoceptor blocking agent. 

One of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to use any well known 
adrenoceptor blocking agent, such as those listed in the Engel et al reference, to improve urinary 
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flow rates and residual urine in cases of voiding dysfunction caused by BPH, because Yasuda et 
al teach that alpha blockers are successful for this very purpose. The expected result would be 
improved urinary flow rates, as discussed by Yasuda et al. Therefore, this invention as a whole 
would have been prima facie obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed September 23, 2002 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant argues that the above rejection is not persuasive because although 
Yasuda et al teach that alpha blockers are effective in treating voiding dysfunction caused by 
BPH, it does not teach or suggest that alpha blockers are effective in treating dysfunction caused 
by neurogenic bladder. This argument is found unpersuasive. It is not necessary that the prior 
art be aware of the mechanism which causes the ailment to be treated. On the contrary, it is only 
necessary that the prior art teach the treatment of the particular ailment. For example, it is 
known that Advil and Tylenol are known to treat headaches. This is true whether the headache 
was caused by blunt force trauma to the head, dehydration, or sinus congestion. For this reason, 
the rejection over claim 4 is maintained.
